QUAKERS VS. MILITARISM 


n 
Truth is where you find it. 
I he fact that a profound and 
accurate analysis of political trends largely overlooked by many I 
of our national leaders appears in the lines of a none-txm-well- | 
known religious publication is no reason for discounting its j 
value. 
Those who are seeking to learn exactly what is taking place \ 
in our national and foreign policy would do well to study an 
article in the current issue of The Friends Intelligencer, which 
is the weekly magazine of the Society of Friends (as they call 
themselves, or Quakers, as they are known to nearly everyone 
el«e.) 
A word about the Friends. Relatively small in numbers, 
they have been a powerful influence in American history; most 
especially in this State, where the founder, himself a convinced 
Friend, brought with him much of the idealism, spirit of dem oc­ 
racy, tolerance, and love of personal liberty for which the society ! 
always has been noted. 
A small, closely-knit group; vigorous in opinion and per- j 
haps not always tactful in expression; sometimes extreme in I 
views; specializing in divergent fields such as prison reform, aid j 
to war yictims and uplifting of oppressed racial groups — the 
extent of the Society's influence has varied greatly from time 
to time. 
Moreover, the members themselves have sometimes divie! 
ed sharply — physically into the Hicksite and Orthodox branch­ 
es (now happily coming together again) and emotionally over 
many troubled public issues. 
Among the points upon which thcr- has never been great 
divergence in Quaker views is whether a government has the 
right of compelling an individual to fight in war contrary to his 
own beliefs. 
This is a matter which the Society has largely left, in the I 
first instance, to the determination of the individual, lf he is will _ 
ing to be mustered into service— and many Friends have so de­ 
cided— that s his business. Rut, if he decides his conscience will* 
not permit him to slay his brother man, even in defense of coun- I 
try, the Society will "back him up" to the utmost.
